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PREFACE. 



It bas been thought that the teaching of Geography could be con« 
siderably simplified by presenting, in a brief compass, an Outlinb 
OF Questions, which, if properly used, would lead to a full under- 
standing of the subject. 

Geography is one of those sciences so rich in material that the 
ditliculty of presenting it to an ordinary class of students, consists 
in selecting the proper matter to discuss and bring to their notice 

Its simple and entertaining facts, clearly presented and properly 
arranged, op'^n up to the young mind the living wonders of the world 
in which he dwells, — the lively descriptions of Nature, of the produc- 
tions of the earth in all their variety and wealth, — mineral, vegetable, 
and animal, — of the crowning work of creation, Man, — the diifferent 
races and nations, the location of countries, the diversified forms of 
government, the social condition of mankind, their religion, manners, 
customs, and employments, — all these, embracing the theatre of all 
the activities of mankind, are its proper objects of consideration. 
It is thus a beautiful and attractive science, instead of an unmeaning 
rote exercise, signifying no more to the child than the process of 
committing to memory a foreign Dictionary. 

It is one of the leading objects of these Questions to make the 
discrimination between the unimportant and useless, and that which 
is valuable and requisite for a full and intelligent view of the subject. 
Following out this idea the matter has been developed by questions 
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without answers, aiming at a suggestive method^ by a natural and 
logical order. First, the definitions of terms, including the names 
of the natural divisions ; then the location of countries, their peculiar 
natural features, climate, productions, animals, &c ; their inhabitants, 
social condition, government, religion, and emplo3niients ; and lastly 
a comparison of countries in size, population, power, and charactcr- 
isics. 

The advantages of the use of such Questions — wholly separated from 
any corresponding text — as are here for the first time presented, are 
obvious. They suggest in a small compass, all the really essential 
details for a full knowledge of Geography, so far as it can be expected 
to be learned in ordinary schools. They will, in the hands of the 
student, serve as a guide to the preparation of his daily lesson ; they 
will arouse him to inquiry and investigation ; and they will prove 
especially useful to him in general reviews. By being so entirely 
suggestive, separated from all set answers, they will preserve the 
advantage of definite questions, while they will avoid the mechan- 
ical method into which the plan of ** set question and answer " 
inevitably leads. A proper mastery of these questions will rather 
enable the scholar to build up a complete text-book of his oion, than 
allow him, in a blind, unthinking manner, to follow the track of another. 
They thus combine the advantages of the oral method with the text- 
book method, avoiding the evils which attach to each, by making every 
pupil, self-teaching.
